His grand father who was working in the Police Dept, 
in Calcutta, was reported to be living in No. 12- Dover Ho^d, Bally gun j, 
Calcutta, having retired from the Police Dept. Hi3 xather was a Medical 
Officer in Johar Baru. He studied in Penang up to primary classes, and 
for higher classes in the Anglo Chinese School, in Singapore.

local Muktear, Ho passed the Matriculation Examination of the 
'Calcutta University in 1921 from the PatUakhali II. E, School and 
worked as a clerk in the Port Commissioners’ Office, Calcutta. 
Subsequently he joined the Calcutta G.P.O. as a parcel clerk, 
and served in the same capacity for 19 years. In he comber , 1940 , 
he volunteered for Military service and was sent to Singapore in 
January 1941. He was posted to Tyresol Park Post-Office os Post- 
Master. • 



He was taken prisoner of war when Singapore was surrendered to 
the Japanese on 15.2.42. Ho had to pass through different 
prisoners of war camps and attended 1 . N. A. propaganda lectures 
given by Capt. Mohan Singh. He q;ifn r,j -' 1 y the I.d.A. in 

May 1949 and was posted to the Asad Brigade ns an assistant 
Battalion Quarter Master. In November 1943, he was transferred to 
the Reconstruction Department of the I.I.L. at Singapore and • was 
trained in First aid t Engineering for a month. 

In the middle of December 1943, he iaxg along with 150 men was 
sent to Rangoon under a Japanese, lie was taken to the Kanbe School 
Rangoon in early January 1944, \vhere lie fell ill. In the latter 
part of January 1944 he with 120 others was despatched to Morch 
under orders of A. N. Barker . The party arrived at Morch early in 
February'44 which is about 60 miles behind Imphal. The party 
worked with the Asad Hind Dal under Lt.Col.Eshan Qadir. I£e 
subsequently moved to Zeyawaddi under orders of Lt.Coi A.C.
